STOKING PARSNIPS, CAIUIOTS, ETC. 
It is 


well known that parsnip?, carrots, celerj', 
etc., may bo kept tbroiighout tbo "Winter 
nud Spring in yootl condition for culinary 
use, if stored in dry sautl in the cellar or any 
other suitable place. Parsnips are perfectly 
hardy and will stand tile severest frosts, but 
when the grojiul is frozen they cannot bo 
taken up. ft is, therefore, necessary to store 
thorn properly iu sotno pLico where they will 
bo accessible) at all titnua during the Winter 
and Spring. Koots, if stored iu too dry a 
place, soon become wilted aud tough. 
Dry 


sand contains enough moisture to prevent 
this evil; it also prevents putrefaction and de- 
composition, which arc sometimes caused by 
the close contact of the roots. 
When roots 


are Htorocl in I.irge he.ips they throw off ft con- 
siderable quantity of wafer by sweating. 
Hand absorbs thin moisture and keeps tho 
rootn from too much exposure to the atraos- 
pher-j, which causes them to become wilted 
and bitter. 
Sund also keeps them 
from 


close contact with each other, which con- 
tact producos fermentation find decomposi- 
tion. 
It may not bo possible to procure 


sand enough for mixing with large quanti- 
ties of ronti intended as food for stock. Tho 
next bast thing to bo done is to keep them 
Becurs from frost, light and air. and to pre- 
vent hoatiug and fermentation by the use of 
air flues. Carrots, riilabaset?. beets aud 
maugoldrf uhould be stored before they are 
damaged by frosts, as they never keep .well 
after being frozen. 


EZE STRAW AS Mi«ur,ii;.—1 ivish to call the 


attention of your readers, writes a .corre- 
spondent, to a few facts which I have ob- 
tained in my experience regarding tho great 
and, I may add, generally unknown value of 
enriching our land by feeding down rye. 
Somo year.", since I had forty ncros of rye up- 
on u thin piece of land, which I had sown to 
grass with tho rye. Just before harvest it 
was blown down completely by n violent 
storm, and I turned upon it soon after about 
sixty hoacl of stock hogs. 
After they had 


cleaned it up well. I turned them off, and 30 
soon as the ground became damp enough I 
turned tho straw under. Tho waste grain 
soon came up very thickly, aud from this I 
had Hi* very iincst Winter and Spring pas- 
ture, on which was grazed a nice lot of 
calves until lute iu the Spring, when 1 re- 
broke aud planted in corn. The season be- 
ing favorable, it grew from tho outset vig- 
orous almost as if on virgin soil, and made 
ton barrels of corn per aero. 
I am certain 


that the lust crop of 
corn on it pre- 


vious to sowing tlie rye would not exx'eud 
six barrels per aoie. 
Again, I never yet fed 


as Uttlo corn to the sumo muubtfu of hogs to 
make them, aud they came to tho scales as 
good n lot as I ever fattened. 
I'rolit ou the 


hogs, on the calves, aud benefit to tho laud. 
I have seen it tried by others, who are firm 
in tho belief that this is tho speediest way 
to restore much of our tired laud. 
I sup- 


pose that oats, of which hogs are equally 
fond, would answer.

PUTTING UP EGGS FOB MAIIKET.—Eggs are 


an fii'tiulo in trado of ^tent inngnitiidc. The 
crop of the United States in etjiml in vnlnc 
to one-fourth that of tho cotton crop. Egg 
shippers nrc often careless iu their selection 
and packing, nud common carriers handle 
tho packages very roughly. Fraah d.nd clean 
eggs soil very quickly,stale and dirty oggHiio 
ono v/anta. The watihiug of them,or leaving 
them in the Kim, hot room or damp place, 
caucus them to rot in a short time. To havo 
thorn keep well, they should bo kept always 
in !i cool ami dry place. 
E^gK before beiug 


packed should be examined in n dark room 
by candle light to see that they are clear 
aud good. Tack always in dry and clean 
sweet oats or cut straw. The o.its or straw 
should be sifted to free it from diint. Never 
pack in sawdust, nor any mntauul that is 
damp, mnsty, Kiinr, dirty, or thfa hits any 
bad flavor, ns it impregnates tho eggs with 
such flavor and injures them. Bakers often 
losa their dough 
from using sneh eggs. 


Cracked eggn should uevc.r bo packed, as the 
constant friction from tho motion nnd jar- 
ring causes tlio white to nm out aud dirty 
tho others. 
Never pack over seventy dozen 


eggs in a barrel,—[Afarylfttid Farmer.
